teo'. In rejily to Jinlgo Go wan, .l>eau- 
bion said that he did not know how 
Sir Hugh would be reimbursed for 
thiij nniLothdr^pausl He kntiw there 
was a general bleetion fund, and 
thought his fiieiulH might subscribo 
for that purpose. He did not expect 
that tho Govcrnnienl would pay it. 
Some of their fiieinls niiuht do some- 
thing. Tho receipt he gave Sir Hugh 
was signed in .Abbott's ofhce, and ho 
kejit a eo].y. He knew Sir Hugh liad 
.subscribed to the Centiid Committee 
(•Icctiiiii Innil, and s.iid he, ISeaubien, 
should' receive help. Cartier insislcd 
that he, He.anbien should not receive a 
cant, but to'hadiea'jpn to beli svo that 
the Couiniiitce, without Cartier's know- 
ledgi', liad helped two of his (B.'s) 
friends. As lliey were not nioinl>ers of 
the House, and-tlie Government know 
nothing of the truusaclion, he declined 
to give any nnmo. 

Botluiho' w'as recalled. .Since Satur- 
day he had found it impossible to ex- 
auiine tiic Ijo^ks for tin; whole period 
requested.

[Judge Hay here imcf Hnnting- 
tou'h charges.] In reply to a question, 
witnss said he had no knowledge 
of any agrcomen.t between Sir Hugh 
and -McMulleu i-ispecting tlie con- 
struction of the railroad, or respecting 
.\ niericau capitoiista-furnisbing money 
to build the rbad. Knew nothing 
ab(Hit election fiinihi. Was told by 
members of the Cartier Committe that 
thoy iiad subscription list for the pur- 
pose of defraying the oxpeuses of elec- 
tion. Did not Bee tho list of subscrip- 
tions During the canvass; he was as- 
ked by the Committe to go to Abbott, 
which he did, and signed a 
receipt for twenty thousand dollars. 
Did not see tho money. Thc racoipt wis 
left with Abbott. Understood this was 
Sir Hugh's subscription. The only con- 
ditions lie know of were contained in tho 
receipt. Gave no receipt to Abbott or 
nuy other party for Kir Hugh or any one 
else. Did not see the receipt since. Did 
not know of any other sum paid by Sir 
Hugh. Had not seen tho Car- 
tier letters of July UOth nnd Aug. 2'tth 
when ho signed tho receipt. The letter of 
.July 'JOth was subsequently shown him 
by .Murphy. Had sign(;d the letter of tho 
2'.kl July, publisheil in tho Gazette; tho 
statements in that letter were true; did 
not know tho amount of subscriptions to 
the election fund. Tho Committee was a 
general oni;: there were committees in 
each ward: had nothing to do with the 
payment or receijit of money; considera- 
lile sums of money wore paid out by 
checks on the MctropoliluulJauk; believe 
•S'iii.OdO wero])aid in consequonco of Car- 
tier's lei tor. j\Iy reason for believing so 
was tlie wording of tlio receipt, which re- 
ferred to the leltei-, apparently showing 
that Sir HuL,di had])romised to subsoribe. 
Knew of no condition on which Sir Hugh 
subsurilicd, nor v.dietlier ho was to bo re- 
imlnnsed in any way. There was no 
inonoy paid at tho time,pf gi\ing tUe re- 
ceipt. ' 

The next witness called was Pat Mur- 
jiliy, who tostilied that lio had no know- 
ledfre or any agreement between Sir Hugh 
and McMulleu respecting the Pacific Eail- 
roa'd; was connected with tho Kiu'thorn 
Colonization Koa'd. Kn'jw nothing of any 
understanding; between Sir Hugh and the 
Government respecdiiig tho furnishing of 
funds; the total amount of subscriptions 
to tlu! election fund was about 805, UQO; 
Sir Hugh first suliscribod .'?1(),000; the 
second time a liico sum, and the third 
time .«!20,00(). Signed tho receipt for tho 
latter amouut; had not seen the receipt 
since tlife'latfer ^qDjI'jvas paid, i'l^' odase- 
(] nonce of Cartier's letter; saw Cartier's 
letter of :!Olli .Tuly about a month ago in 
-Vbbolt's hands: there were oilier sums 
besides Sir Hugh's subscriboil, (ii which 
his was the larKcut. Tho CDudition of 
Sir Hugh's subscription Avas fiial JJeau- 
bier should bo helped out with f uuds if ho 
had opposition .' Eji$)«^citl> iqg of telegram s 
which were said to Kttve' passed between 
Sir Hugh and'Abbdlrt.'Noapplication was 
made f(n' money to help Beaabier. Ad- 
jon rued. 

OiT.vwA, Ont., Sept 11th.— The Royal 
CoiumiKsion met to day. Sherifl'Loblane 
made an addition. to his testimony. He 
had testified that ho never know auytliing 
about the Pacific Ttailvvay. Ho has since 
romcmberod two conversations ho hold 
with SirGeiu-g(5 Cartier on tho subject in 
.Tune, in whicii (Jarliersaid that thoPaci- 
lic tlailwiiy must be put through; that ho 
would neverconsent to Americans having 
anything to do witli it; nnd that if the 
Uaiiadiaii companies united, the onter- 
pris(i|would bo ; snecessful. Witness 
came with <. tilers as a deputation to Sir 
Ci(;oi-«;e, respecting the I'acilio Hallway 
aad Northern Colonization road. Sir 
GeorgoMrhVgllvd to mB6t theto'lvs tUeir rc- 
])roaontativo, but ho could answer no 
questions as Blinister. Ho (vSir George) 
refused to ri.-^k his elootion in connection 
with any railroad intereRts. Ho said he 
had done the best for tho oountry, and 
would contest tho election on his own 
merits. The dnputiitiou had two inter- 
views with Sir Goorgii previous to tho 
gonoral election ; on both ooeasion.s ho os- 
]ircssed hinisoH' strongly against allowing 
Amoricnn iulluonco in Canadian railways. 
Ho had a private interview with CurUm" 
on tho day previous to the olootiQn,whou 
ho (Cartier) again oupreBsod himself as 
determined to run his election on his own 
merits, and would not seek support by 
oommittingJUiradolf to any railroad poUriy. 



George W. McJiillloh 'v.-ns cniled, but 
faileii to ajipear. 

D.^fcMullen was then called and sworn. 
Ho lived in Chicago, nnd was a bunki.'r, 
in partiier.ihip witli his brother. Saw the 
orif^inal agrcomcnt between .Vuiericaus 
nnd S'rllugh, respecting fiu! I'.icifio J{ail. 
way. Saw several of Sir Ilugh'.i letters; 
thov were dated from the fall of IHTl nii 
to the fall of 1H72. Did not know Sir 
Hugh's haudwritiug. , Part of the letters 
were addreSBedto 0. W. Smith, and part 
to O. W. McMnllen. The. letters wero 
not in his brother's jiosse-i^ion now. His 
brother told him tliat the li.;;or;i were in a 
packet, in the hand.-* of ^Ir. Stamps, ihid 
all tho importaut ones wore. X(.'ver saw 
the parcel, said to be ;.;iven to Slarue.i. 
liemomber .seeing Sir Hugii's liivt L.lieri 
al.so one giving a rougli sh(;tcli of how 
much money Sir Hu^'li hail expended, 
one giving a starenient of how tho stock 
was to be divided, and nnutlier .-^oii iny the 
decision of (rovernnient to exchnUr the 
.American eleineiit fioiii the company. Tho 
first letter v,-as aildrensed to O. \V. Smitli. 

Sir John stated that hev. islied it under- 
stopa that the Qovernniont dixl not cor.- 
sidei- themselves in any way allccted by 
tho cvidoiico c<jiioorniuij Sir liu;/!i's n-'- 
gotiiitions with Aniericuns. 

Wilnes.s was shown .«evt^al h-ttcrs from 
Starnes' package, but coiihl not identify 
them. The fir.st one. al-.ovo mentioned', 
was not in the puckago. Witness stated 
that the Jcttoij cQata|uilig the statement 
of money expeudiluros was received from 
Sir Hu^h in February, 1872. Witness 
here idontilied se'-end let fer.s.iiuioim- them 
the one relaliiig to iiiono\- rxiu-nditures- 
it was dated S.').!einliei-, ' tSTli! II, i .said 
ho did not bciievr. Diat tiie U'tlers elosing 
the coriesiioiidouco wero put in tho pack- 
ago, as thoy wer9 not of sufficient impor- 
tance. ' 
Judge Gowaii— Why not of importance? 
Witness— N'ot of inii)ortance, as nfroot- 
iiiR tho negotiations. 

Judgo Gowan— As they closed the cor- 
rosi)ondence they must have been impor- 
tant. 

Witness here got confused, and could 
give no reason why these two lettorj wore 
not iuqiortant. Ho did not believe they 
were in Starnes' package. Wi:ness w.us 
hero shown two letterc, and admitted that 
they were thetwo rcfeiTod to. This ad- 
mission caused laughter in Court. In 
answer to a question, witness stated that 
he know the contents of the contract be- 
tween the Now York parties, his brother, 
and Sir Hugh, rospoetiiig tlic formation 
of the Pacific Itailway Coini)any. Tlioni,dit 
tho contract was made in tho Fallot 1871. 
His brother prepared tiio memorandum 
before leaving for (;.inada. ]Io went to 
see Sir Hugh after his return from Fin- 
land; wasawajtal^ouUiv^'eekH, and re- 
turned with Ihe contra'ct sighed by Sir 
Hugh.

Cross-questioned by Sir John — Was 
familiar with and interested in all the 
Pacific Eailway iicgotiati(ms; was his 
brother's confidential partner. C. W. 
Smith and Mr.Hurlbut wcio also interest- 
ed. Saw Allan's letters published ill the 
Tordat^ (?to«4. ViPid fiJtlLnow how thoy 
got there. Did not know how mueli his 
brother got for soiling the corrospondonei^ 
Ari«rwiird.reooiloclo<l that his brotiier got 
.S20,000. Did not know who paid it. Did 
not know whether his brother showed the 
correspondence to any one.
